Any Big Four conference 
should be carefully prepared 
in advance. 
On the question of Europe, 
the most important tension 
provoker is the “knot” which 
creates disputes. 
Any settlement in Europe 
might entail setting up a con- 
tinuing body dominated by 
the United States and the 
Soviet Union to review future 
problems. Such a body obvi- 
ously would mean the dissolu- 
tion of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. Several 
countries already want to 
leave NATO. 
The problem of Germanv 
should be left to Bonn and 
Berlin. 
The United Nations is a 
useful agent for peace but not 
important at present because 
of the dominant role of the 
United States. 
“The indisputable fact” is 
that the United States and its 


allies contemplate aggressive 
war on the Soviet Union and 
its Communist pals.

Hit 
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Windfall for the Schools 


St. LouiSans will decide at a special election 
next Thursday whether to grant the School Board 
authority to liquidate its so-called “permanent” 
fund. If the people give their consent—and in 
our judgment the facts indicate they should— 
the Board then would come into possession of 
a substantial capital windfall for use in school 
construction. 

The fund itself traces back to federal land 
grants of the early 1800s. Its assets total $4,- 
370,000, of which all but $987,000 is in cash or 
United States Government securities. The $9738,- 
000 is the estimated value of real estate owned by 
the fund, including the Board’s own office build- 
ing at 911 Locust street. The fund's annual yield 
runs to about $87,000 annually, or the equivalent 
of about a half-cent of the tax rate. 

If the fund is liquidated, the Board proposes 
construction of a new high school in northwest 
St. Louis. Any cash remaining after that proj- 
ect would be applied toward construction of a 
gymnasium-cafeteria at McKinley High School. 
The Locust street office building would not be 
involved in financing those projects. 

> . 7 

Since the school system has a great many un- 
met building needs, the voters certainly would 
be wise to exhaust this capital resource before: 
considering whether to borrow through another 
bond issue. Nothing is gained by collecting 
interest on Government bonds only to pay out 
interest on School Board bonds. 

A new northwest high school was part of a 
School Board committee’s “Five Year Plan” as 
far back as 1947, and-the project was looked 
upon with some favor by the Citizens’ Advisory 
Committee of 1950. Even so, it is possible to 
ask whether this is the most pressing current 
construction need. 

The nonpartisan Governmental Research In- 
stitute has reported, for example, that an analy- 
sis of enrollments shows the proposed school 
cannot be justified on the basis of need for 
additional high school capacity. There is plenty 
of room at Beaumont. The justification, if such it 
be, is that Beaumont is poorly located and some 
students from northwest St. Louis have to 
travel more than five miles to get to it. 

As for the proposed construction at McKin- 
ley, Board Member Oscar A. Ehrhardt has raised 
the question of whether enough money will be 
left in the windfall after construction of the 
northwest project. 

* ° - 

In any event, neither project is likely to be 
begun without some delay. This is because the 
permanent fund’s Government securities bear 
relatively low rates of iterest. If they had to 
be dumped in the present market the system 
might suffer a loss of up to $225,000. 

The Board has agreed to hold up sale of the 
securities until such a loss could be avoided, 
and there is no telling how long that will be. 
It is conceivable that final decision on how to 
spend the money may fall to some future Board 
which would not feel bound by the present 
Board's moral commitment. 

Any doubts as to the present Board’s decision 
should be set aside, we think, in favor of an 
affirmative vote on the proposition. The voters 
have power to decide only the question of 
whether to liquidate the fund. How to spend 
the money if the fund is liquidated is a respon- 
sibility of the Board. 

By a quirk of the law, an archaic ballot will 
be in use for the election. To vote for the 
proposition, the voter will be required to 
scratch out the word “against.” This requires a 
negative kind of thinking, and it may even cost 
the proponents a substantial number of favor- 
able ballots. However, only a simple majority 
is required to carry the proposition. 
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Hindrance to the City’s Laws 

For the second time in two years the Missouri 
House has killed a bill to let St. Louis police 
courts issue warrants and subpenas against non- 
residents, as courts in other cities may do. 

The existing situation makes it difficult for 
the city to prosecute serious traffic and other 
cases against visitors, and especially increases 
the difficulty of St. Louis county residents ar- 
rested here. They have to go to court upon 
arrest in the city to make bond; often there is 
no other way to assure their presence in court, 
either as defendants or as witnesses. 

When the House killed the bill'to permit city 
court warrants and subpenas two years ago, an 
outstate legislator argued that the measure 
would permit arrest of rural residents even on 
charges of overtime parking in the city. The 
answer to this is that cities which now have 
authority to issue warrants never do so for 
minor charges; it is not worth it. 

This year, a legislator contended that there 
was no provision in the bill for allowing persons 
to make bond in a county where he might be 
arrested on a St. Louis warrant, The answer 
to this is that the general procedure for issuing 
warrants in all cases permits a judge in the 
county of arrest to grant bond. 

House Bill 266 should be revived. It could 
be amended specifically to satisfy such objec- 
tions, but it should be passed in fairness to en- 
forcement of St. Louis laws. 
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Where It May Count 

Andrei Gromyko probably felt proud of the 
rousing way he told the Supreme Soviet that 
the West is blocking disarmament. And the Su- 
preme Soviet probably felt even better after a 
rousing resolution calling on the British Parlia- 
ment and the American Congress to join it in 
forming an international committee to cut this 
latest of Gordian knots. 

But what could a parliamentary debate on 
disarmament add to the negotiations already 
under way? If the executive leaders who are 
responsible for the conduct of each nation’s 
foreign policy. could not agree, what would be 
gained by bringing together parliamentariahs 
who have no final authority to act? 

In short, the show was for “home consump- 
tion.” There has been too much of that on both 
sides of the Iron Curtain. Yet it is not without 
significance that even Russian politicians feel 
compelled to put on such shows. They recog- 
nize the desire of people everywhere for some 
safeguard against the cataclysm of nuclear war. 
And that is why Russia also is making more 
serious gestures where they may count—at the 
London meetings of the U.N. disarmament com- 
mittee. The latest of these is Moscow's proposal 
of a partial application of the “open skies” 
suggestion of President Eisenhower, to which 
@ tentative counter-proposal has been made by 
the United States. 

Even though the Kremlin has rejected the re- 
cent British proposal for the advance registra- 
tion of nuclear tests, it does seem that the Lon- 
don talks may more than a propaganda bat- 
tle. On that the pins his hope. He reads 
of the difficulties of aerial inspection as pointed 
up by Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phillips (Ret.), our 
military analyst. He also hears some scientists 
declare that there are easier and more effective 


_ ways of checking on nuclear activities, methods 


which might make even the registering of tests 


unnecessary. These matters he leaves to the 
experts. If he dare not hope for a sudden flow- 
ering of good will among the nations, he hopes 
at least for a full realization of the danger of 
nuclear war, and for a determined effort to fipd 
a way of reducing, if not eliminating it. 
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The Policy Is Defensible 

Fast tax write-offs find few defenders in Con- 
gress these days, but we think that, as a matter 
of broad policy, they can be defended. 

Secretary: of the Treasury Humphrey testified 
“that the policy had cost the Government three 
billion dollars over the past six years. This 
sum represents the interest charges on money 
the Government would have had to borrow to 
make up for the taxes not collected as a result 
of accelerated dépreciation allowances. 

But Mr. Humphrey does not know how many 
plants constructed on accelerated depreciation 
would not have been built in the absence of it. 
He has taken no account of the tax revenue 
generated by the employment resulting from this 
plant investment—revenue which may have been 
large enough to wipe out any presumed “loss.” 
Furthermore, at times when the federal budget 
was in balance the Treasury did not Actually 
have to borrow money to make up for lost 
taxes. The interest cost on uncollected taxes, 
therefore, was more theoretical than real. 

The justification for fast tax write-offs is that 
they accomplish a social purpose—in this case, 
inducing corporations to expand defense-con- 
nected plants more fapidly than they might 
choose to do without this incentive. 

By depreciating the cost of a plant oyer five 
years instead of 20, the corporation pays less 
taxes than it would otherwise pay during the 


first five years, and more taxes than it would © 


otherwise pay during the succeeding 15 years. 
Over the entire period its total tax liability is 
the same. There is no “windfall” or “giveaway” 
unless tax rates are reduced during the latter 


15 years, in which case the corporation gains 


slightly by having taken the allowance under 
the higher rates. 

In return for this potential but problematical 
tax benefit, the Government gets the plant ex- 
pansion it needs for defense, and full employ- 
ment is sustained through a high level of busi- 
ness investment. This may not be a bad bar- 
gain at all. 

Whether particular applications of the policy 
are justified is an altogether different question. 
For instance, Secretary Humphrey did not even 
try to defend the grant of a fast tax write-off 
to Idaho Power Co., and what he did say raised 
important questions about it. 

This allowance would not be granted under 
the Administration's general policy as it stands, 
he said, but ODM Director Gordon Gray be- 
lieved that “special circumstances” justified it. 
Mr. Gray himself, at a press conference last 
week, defended his decision on the ground that 
Idaho Power met all the conditions for a cer- 
tificate and could not fairly be denied it. 

What Mr. Gray said, in other words, was that 
there were no special circumstances in the 
Idaho case. Secretary Humphrey said there 
were. Just which is right, gentlemen? 
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Springfield Saves the Coat-Tailers 

It is much to be regretted that the Illinois 
House executive committee has turned down a 
proposal by Representative Samuel H. Shapiro 
of Kankakee tochange the time of state elections 
to non-presidential years, This long-overdue re- 
form would prevent weak, incompetent and even 
venal state officials from serenely riding to vic- 
tory on the coat-tails of a popular national ticket 
of their own party, State issues and state per- 
sonalities would of necessity dominate state 
elections if they were held in off-years, and 
that is clearly in the public interest. 

Missouri has a similar problem in this re- 
spect and, like Illinois, has still to solve it. 
Eventually the need for this reform will force 
action in both states. 


The Ambassador’s Report 

Ambassador James P. Richards did not exact- 
ly create confidence in our Government’s Mid- 
dle Eastern policies when he reported to the 
public on his mission in behalf of the Eisen- 
hower Doctrine. 

Some of his listeners, indeed, must have been 
slightly shaken—not only by the Ambassador's 
reading part of his speech twice, but by his 
general air of bringing. to a supremely delicate 
problem of diplomacy the slogans, stereotypes 
and catchwords of an untutored amateur. 

Mr. Richards was a congressman from rural 
South Carolina for 20 years, and by benefit of 
the seniority system rose to become chairman of 
the House Foreign Affairs Committee. Upon 
his retirement last January he seemed a poli- 
tically suitable appointee as the President’s spe- 
cial emissary to the Middle East. And it was 
generally supposed that his experience on the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee would have 
prepared him for the job. 

Perhaps in the fullness of time support for 
that assumption will be forthcoming, but in 
his radio report Thursday night Mr. Richards 
sounded like a man who thought that the prob- 
lems of the Middle East had been solved by 
traveling about with 200 million dollars in his 
pocket. 

He dispensed 120 millions of it, as he told his 
press conference later, and gave the Arab lead- 
ers a pep talk on “freedom, choosing your own 
government and all that kind of stuff.” Regret- 
tably he found “some disappointment at the 
amount of aid I could offer,” but on the other 
hand “respect for United States leadership and 
confidence in our intentions.” 

Well, we hope his mission turns out better 
than it sounds. The security and independence 
of the Middle East are not going to be bought 
with 120 million dollars of improvised aid. What 
is urgently needed is not a series of crisis im- 
provisations which lapse into inactivity be- 
tween crises, but a long-range program of eco- 
nomic development addressed to the improved 
welfare of the Middle Eastern peoples as a 
whole. Somehow it is hard to fit Mr. Richards 
into the picture of that kind of program. 
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Taxes Across the Sea 

Senator Knowland says present income tax 
rates are “simply too burdensome” and “will ul- 
timately destroy our free enterprise system.” 
What would he say, we wonder, of income tax 
rates in Great Britain? Though the Conserva- 
tive government has granted certain groups 
some slight tax relief recently, the British rates 
remain far above the American. 

Thus a British<ouple with two children, aged 
11 to 16, with an income of 1000 pounds ($2800 
at the official exchange rate) will pay this year 
an income tax of 68 pounds, or 6.8 per cent of 
their income. An American couple with two 
children and an income of $3000 pays, with stand- 
ard deductions of 10 per cent, a tax of $60 or 
2 per cent. - 

At 2000 pounds ($5600) such a British couple 
pays a tax amounting to 19.6 per cent of its in- 
come. At $5000 income in the United States, the 
tax is 84 per cent.

Swedish Saga 


THE RED MARTEN, by Peter Nisser. 
(Knopf, 326 pgs. $3.95.) 


This absorbing novel must be clas- 
sified as historical fiction, but it is 
not at all a period piece, for it Js 
gratifyingly free of the self-conscious 
detail that many current writers of 
historical fiction feel is necessary to 
lend authenticity to their thin. tales.. 

As Peter Nisser tells it, the saga 
of the Wessell family, strong-willed 
Swedes with a trace of exotic blood, 
needs no, such dressing up. To be 
sure, the author gives a rich back- 
ground of life on the steadings in the 
great days of his country—the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries—but 
only because it is inseparable from 
his solid, yet passionate people. Even 
his frequent inclusion of spells and 
charms and pagan practices, which 
would be superfluous ornamentation in 
other hands—is acceptable, for reli- 
ance on sorcery to combat the unknbw- 

. able hostilities of 
nature seems com- 
pletely right in the 
folk of whom he 
writes. 

Since this is a 
saga, it is the for- 
tunes of succeed- 
ing generations 
that concern the 
reader. However, 
one figure stands 
out with the sub- 
stance of a tragic 
hero—that of Si- 
mon, the lusty mal- 
content, in whom 
the exotic strain 
has produced a devil-darkness. 

In a sense, the writer has fashioned 
a novel of escape, for its setting is re- 
mote and romantic to a twentieth-cen- 
tury American reader. Yet certain 
truths out of time and place do emerge, 
such as the earth-bound men feel, pride 
of family, the isolation of the renegade, 
desire, ambition and personal valor, 


Nisser brings these home with vigor 
and a robustness of expression that will 
alienate the dainty reader. Battle 
scenes and birthings the sqeamish will 
surely skip. Even in translation, the 
language is explicit, earthy, full of 
vivid imagery. 

An end-note states that Peter Nisser 
grew up on and now manages his fa- 
ther’s estate in the province of ‘Varm- 
land, Sweden.

At the end of day-long argu- 
ments, United States District 
Judge Burnita S. Matthews yes- 
terday rejected a variety of de- 
fense motions, including one 
asking for dismissal of the in- 
dictment. 

Instead of a six-month contin- 
uance sought by attorneys for 
Hoffa and Fischbach, the judge 
set the trial for June 17. It had 
been scheduled for May 27. 


The defense lawyers, Edward 
Bennett Williams for Hoffa and 
Daniel B. Maher for Fischbach, 
contended government officials 
had “generated” such wide- 

ead publicity of the case that 

offa and Fischbach could not 

obtain a fair trial] now or in 
the near future. 


In continuing the trial to June 
17, Judge Matthews said her 
action was “without prejudice” 
to new motions for a further 
dtlay if the questioning of 
prospective jurors indicated an 
impartial jury could not be 
seated to hear the case. 
Hoffa, a Teamsters vice presi- 
nt, and Fischbach, Miami at- 
ney, are accused of conspir- 
g and bribing John Cye 
easty to get a job with the 
Sénate rackets committee and 
keep them posted on its sec+ 
rets. The indictments alleged 
Hoffa paid Cheasty $3000 and 
ot some committee documents 
rom him.

Reorganization Plans. 

Prompted by a question into 
a discussion of his recently an- 
nounced plan for ministerial 
reorganization, Khrushchev said 
the matter had been under 
consideration for some time. He 
had made a three-and-a-half- 
hour speech Tuesday at the 
opening of the Supreme Soviet, 
explaining the plan which con- 
templates a widespread decen- 
tralization of the management 
of state industry. 

The principal reason for the 
step, he said, was the stimulat- 
ing of greater local autonomy 
in the day-to-day management 
of industry by doing away with 
many duplications. He insisted 
that this plan, as well as other 
high party decisions, was ar- 
rived at by “democratic” means. 
means. 


The Presidium, which is the 
Soviet Communist party's high 
command, meets regularly, he 
said, at least once a week. Simi- 
larly, the Council of Ministers, 
which is the central body of the 
government, meets at least once 
a week, he said. Questions of 
high policy are settled by a 
simple majority vote, he con- 
tinued, but “usually there is 
unanimous decision.” 

Turning under questioning to 

the subject of Stalin, Khru- 
shchev said he knew of no text 
of his Twentieth Party Congress 
speech, in which he started the 
de-Stalinization move, . being 
published in the West. We had 
asked him to verify or correct 
the text published by the New 
York Times. 
“I don’t know what you mean 
by text of my speech,” he said. 
“There was a text apparently 
fabricated by the United States 
intelligence service. But this 
publishing house headed by 
Allen Dulles has no great stand- 
ing in our eyes..I have no in- 
terest in what it publishes.” 

Asked what he thought 
Stalin’s permanent position 
would be in the history of the 
Soviet Union and the Commun- 
ist party, Khrushchev replied, 
“Very great.” 

“Stalin had big deficiencies 
and drawbacks about which we 
had occasion to speak and will 
continue to speak. And we are 
not sorry to have done so. How- 
ever, he was a devoted revolu- 
tionary and a devoted follower 


and to our country. The people

Pressed to specify the mis- 
takes which he attributed to 
Stalin, he continued: 
“We said so publicly. We 
mentioned the bad things. The 
bad things about Stalin were 
in Lenin’s testament, which we 
published. Lenin noted very 
well the defects in Stalin's char- 
acter and warned against them. 
But at that stage Stalin drew 
the necessary conclusions from 
the warnings and managed to 
avoid displaying his deficien- 
cies. 
“There are weaknesses in a 
man’s character which he can- 
not control. And the defects in 
Stalin’s character developed as 
time went along. He did great 
harm to our cause and our 
party. We condemned him s0 
that no one else would want to 
repeat the things which are con- 
trary to the teachings of our 
Marxist-Leninist party.” 
Khrushchev was asked next 
whether he regarded the Com- 
munist party of the U.S.S.R. as 
the highest authority on inter- 
pretation of Marxism-Leninsim. 
“It is impossible for one per- 
son or one party to exercise 
the exclusive right to interpret 
Marxism-Leninism,” he said. 
“Marxism-Leninism is 4&8 
science which is in a process of 
constant development. Any 
country or any party ina posi- 
tion to do so. makes its contri- 


independent of whether it is a 
large country or a small coun- 
try. It is a matter of quality 
and not of quantity. 

“The question simply does 
not arise. But since the theory 
of Marxism-Leninism is gaining 
constantly greater authority 
among the masses of the people 
of the world, there have ap- 
peared certain pseudo-Commu- 
nists and as time goes on there 
will be more and more of these 
pseudo - Communists appearing. 
As the socialist countries exert 
more influence over the work- 
ing people of the world it will 
become more and more fash- 
ionable to be an advocate of 
Marxist-Leninist theories.

If one side is 
able to wipe one off, the other 
side can carry on the same oper- 
ation, It is all very stupid, 


Aim te Avoid War. . 


“For our part we will do 
whatever is in our power not 
only to postpone war but not to 
have war at all. But it also de- 
pends on others, first and fore- 
most on the United States. 

Reminded of certain pub- 
lished assumptions that the 
U.S.S.R. would not have under- 
taken the vast plan of decen- 
tralizing industry management 
if it expected war soon, he in- 
sisted there was no connection. 
The reorganization won't take 
much time, he said. He ex- 
pected to be completed by July 
1 or sooneft. 

“It is a rational step to give 
us a better opportunity to catch 
up with the United States in 
terms of per capita production,” 
he said. 

We asked him if he feared 
the situation in the Middle East 
might break out into a general 
war. He replied: “That is diffi- 
cult to say. We have no troops 
there. Your admiral there is a 
very eloquent man who makes 
speeches. The presence of the 
Sixth Fleet is unreasonable. If 
policies like that are followed 
anything might happen. Inter- 
ference never brings any good.” 

“The people of that part of 
the world will hardly reconcile 
themselves to taking on the 
yoke of United States colonial- 
ism instead of British.” 


Hungary ‘Different.’ 


Reminded of the Soviet inter- 
ference in Hungary, he insisted 
that that venture was ‘quite 
different.” 

“The difference is that the 
Hungarians have their own .in- 
dependent state, their own in- 
dependent government and are 
pursuing their own independent 
policy. The position in colonial 
countries is quite different. 
They are kept in bounds by 
various means. The people of 
those countries are struggling 
against aggression.”
